Rites of Siberian Tribes. 


Among tha ‘Tungua peoples of 
Siberia is he one of the 


strangest forms of spirit religions |. 


known to man, The whole ex- 
istence af these peoples is govern- 
ed by belief in spirits, which 
mould their lives to good or ill. 
Clans, and even tribes are suscop- 
tibte to nervous and. phychic 
maladies of uncanny effect. and 
but for weird ceremonies of the 
shamans, ar priests, these peoples 
would have .no peace. These 
shamans, although practisinys 
what the enlightened west 
would call chatlatanism, are in 
reality” the safaty-valves for 
the well-being-af these peoples. 

Professor S.> M. Shirokorolt 
described the Tungus peoples 
ant their .form of ® animism, 
Shamanism, at a.mecting of the 
Quest Society, at the RAS, Hall, 
Shanghai, recently. Professor 
Shirakogaraff has spent many 
years aniong these tribes, and he 
had a host of interesting things 
to tell about them. 

He described the spirits and 
the belief of the Tungus in their. 
power, and offered an explanation 
of the origin of one form of spirit 
which was supposed t) emanate 
from dead people. Heo said the 
Tungus bury, their dead in 
light “coffin ‘in trees, and 
there were cases of women 
being buried when they Were not 
dead but-in a lethargic state. 
Consequently, whon they regain- 
ed consciousness, the “dead” 
people would break through:their 
coffins. They could not go back 
to their tribes because they would 
be shunned as spints, but it was 
likely that the buried people, 
when they recovered, would ima- 
gine themselves to be reincarnat- 
ed spirits and not persons of flesh 
and blood. 

PSYCHIC MALADIES. 

The most remarkable. way 
Shamanism _ manifests — itself 
among the Tunguas people. ac- 
cording to the professor, is in 
the. nervous and psychic 
maladies that often sweep 
through the people, often involv- 
ing whole tribes, and resulting 
in deaths owing to the highly- 
developed nervous systems of the 
people. The maladies spread 
like epidemics and the normal 
life of the clan, or tribe stops. ° 

Professor Shirokogoroff de- 
serived some of the peculiar 
effects of the maladies, and 
showed how they ware combatred 
by the shamans, who the 
people believed could  com- 
municate directly with the spirits 
who they declared and believed 
were the cause’ of the nervous 
maladies. a 

Uncanns ceremonies are held 
at twilight. with a fire of wood 
burning in the centre, and tam- 
borines. cymbals and drums 
monotonously beating to the low 
chant of the priests while the 
shadows creep over the scene. 
The shaman reaches a state 
bordering on ecstatic frenzy, and 
by incantations and ceremonies, 
he brings about the cessation of 
the ailments. Professor Shizoko- 
goroff said the larger ceremonies 
for this purpose are only held 
once in three years, but smaller 
ceremonies are held more fre- 
quently. The shamans, he de- 
scribed, were the safety valves 
who drew of the peculiar excita- 
bility, or nervous emotion of their 
tribes, at a great suffering to 
themselves because -their lives 

were shorter than the tribes- 
peoples.

Somebody in Parliament is if- 
teresting himself in the local 
piracy problem, and the Governor 
of Hongkong has been asked to 
report on the Hydrangea affair. 
There were ‘no casualties on 
this ship, sa it is interesting to 
speculate as to the reasons for 
its being chosen--perhaps the 
fact that it was once upon a time 
a British warship has influenced 
an M.P. with naval leanings ; or, 
more likely, the, case of the 
Hydrangea has been selected as 
it occurred almost within British 
territorial waters. Presumably 
whatevér report be sent, from 
here will of necessity cover the 
whole question of piracy in 
general. The taking of the mat- 
ter to Parllament makes more 
likely the early conclusion of 
definite measures to combat the 
piracy evil.’ ‘ ; 

’ Jn connection with the subject 
of local pirates, is the con- 
sideration of the feasibility of 
a joint foreign naval -expedi- 
tion against these freebooters. 
Thus, the account givem on 
another page.of an enterprise 
sixty-nine years ago: makes 
specially interesting reading. 
Evidently n@-one worried about’ 
“ territorial sanctity" in those 
days, and whenever they could 
be routed out the freebooters 
hed’a rough time of it. All the 
same, what could be done in 
that period of the Colony’s 
history has to be more circum- 
spectly tackled nowadays; and 
whereas the pirates of old con-, 
gregated in fair numbers and 
were teady-to give battle, they 
aré now little more than sneak- 
thieves, and difficult to proceed 
against without the risk of mak- 
ing many innocent persons euffer 
with the guilty.

They convin- 
cingly demonstrated the fact 
that the siteon which this’ monu- 
ment stands is made the dump- 
ing-gound for all manner of mmb- 
bish, whilst a minute examina- 
tion of: the -original pictures 
shows that coolies and others 
make full use of the railings 
surrounding the obelisk for the 
hanging up of ald. clothes, of 
strings of-orange peel and other 
articles which are hardly suitable 
for purposes of adornment. The 
monument itself stands on a 
Tectangular piece of ground 
evidently set aside for it. and 
we now appeal to the Govern- 
ment to get the sitetotally cleared 
and xept free in the future of such 
accumulations’ as at present‘dis- 
figure it. Whose business itis to 
look after the Colony’s monuments 
we do not know; but we do assert 
tnat.for the most. part they are 
sadly neglected. If it is not al- 
ready the casa, it ought tobesome- 
one’s specificduty toseethat these 


i memorialsof the past are main- 


tainedindecent order. The sight of| 
this Wanchai monument and its 
unkempt surroundings should fill 
us all with shame and indigna- 
tion, and the same may be said of 
the condition of “the fountain 
that never founts™ outside the 
City Hall.” Let it be remembered 
that these monuments have been 
erected by others who have gone 
before us and who wished to leave 
behind them some memory of the 
days in which they lived. Beyond 
all, it is to the credit‘of nobody 
that this Wanchai obelisk, set up 
to keep alive the remembrance 
of Anglo-American “co-operation 
in putting down pirates, should 
be practically hidden from public 
view by the litter with which itis 
surrounded. 


A Rent Point. . 
The imposition of a fiue of $200 
yesterday on a Chinese landlord 
for demanding more than the 
standard rent draws attention to 
a provision in the Rents Ordin; 


ance which does not appear to bel” 


generally known. As the law 
stands, not only,is the collection 
of a rental above the standard 
limit illegal, but the mere denuwnd- 
ing Of it is also contrary to the 
terms of the Ordinance. The 
point is of special interest to 
tenants or intending tenants of 
“old” houses~that is, houses 
built prior to the coming into 
operation of the Rents Ordinance. 
Such people would be well advis- 
ed to ascertain the standard rent 
beforehand, and if a demand is 
made for more than. this sum, 
they bave a good case against the 
jandtord, who is, for such an 
offence, liable to a fine not ex- 
ceeding two thousand dollars. We 
hope that the publicity given to 
yesterday's case will cause’ land- 
lords of the greedy and unseru- 
pulous type to think twice before 
demanding more than the sum to 
which they are entitled.

MEDICAL SCANDAL. 


Trafficking in Operations. 
Professor Hochenegg, a well- 
known, elderly surgeon, chief of 
a clinic of the Vienna University 
has, in the course of a lecture to 
his students, made some startling 
revelations, which are being dis- 
cussed very excitedly by the 
Vienna Press.

proofs, since .his public declara- 
tion imperils. the reputation of 
the profession. In reply, the

Thishes been 
bottled with Iabels and capa close 
ly imitating those ofa well-known 
brand. Rye whisky. .gin and 
champagne were likewise ‘found 
to be synthetic liquors, containing 
such ingredients as denatured 
alcohol, fusel oil, soap, bark. oil,. 
juniper, and colouring matter. . 


It has been the practice to sell 
confiscated liquors to the hospitals 
ata low prices but the hospital 
cherfists are now rejecting os 
deleterious practically everything: 
offered to the institutions in this 
way.
